If families are tau ght what to^ 
do abou t prev enting fires and how | 
to act when a fire breaks ou t in 
a home, particu larly at night, it 
might mean the sav ing of many 
liv es, the chief said. 
The firemen arranged a meet­ 
ing of its board of directors and 
su perintendents of the cou nty ’s 
school districts and the city of 
Kingston for Thu rsday night to 
stress 
the 
importance of fire

training in schools. 
It was stressed that 
state 
law prov ides for su ch fire train­ 
ing, and it was held an important 
job of the v olu nteers to see that 
su ch training is giv en regu larly . 
W arrant Officer Joseph Giordi- 
ana, of Stewart Field, talked on 
the effectiv eness of two-way com­ 
mu nication in the military serv ­ 
ices, and Charles Drau dt, of Rock­ 
land cou nty , stressed the v alu e 
of radio commu nication in the 
work of the fire police.

The possibility of a Fu sion 
ticket, headed by the GOP, for the 
may oralty election nex t Nov em­ 
ber was the main topic last night 
as Manhattan Repu blicans got to­ 
gether for a $100-a-plate dinner 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 
Party spokesmen told the 9000 
dinner gu ests that the city admin­ 
istration of May or Vincent R. Im- 
pellitteri is morally bankru pt and 
incompetent. The speakers also 
praised Gov . Thomas E. Dewey in 
his stand on New’ York city finan­ 
ces, a stand bitterly opposed by 
the city administration. 
Howev er, Fu sion talk dominated 
the ev ening. There were memories 
of 
Fiorello 
H. 
La ‘ Gu ardia’s 
regime, which ended in 1946 after 
being pu t in office in 1934 by a Fu ­ 
sion effort inclu ding the Repu bli­ 
cans. The GOP alone has not elect­ 
ed a may or since 1902. LaGu ardia 
did not ru n for a fou rth term in 
1945, and died shortly afterwards. 
.Secretary of State Thomas J. 
Cu rran. New York cou nty (Man­ 
hattan) GOP chairman, said in a 
key note address that his party 
“has alway s been honorable in its 
Fu sion efforts and motiv es.” 
Cu rran ev en mentioned the pos­ 
sibility of the Repu blicans su p­ 
porting an independent Democrat, 
bu t he was cau tiou s and not en­ 
thu siastic on this point.

“No one knows what the fu tu re 
holds for Korea or the other 
trou ble spots of the w’orld, bu t we 
do know that planning is now 
necessary if fu tu re problems are 
to be met su ccessfu lly .” 
Dew’ey said he w’as “particu lar­ 
ly impressed” by the Commerce 
Department’s conclu sion that pri­ 
v ate indu stry cou ld av oid a post- 
Korean slu mp “by imaginativ e 
and aggressiv e sales promotion, 
more effectiv e and efficient distri­ 
bu tion and the dev elopment of 
new’ and improv ed produ cts.” 
In the report, Commerce Com­ 
missioner Harold Keller said “a 
cu t of abou t 10 billion dollars to 
the annu al rate of abou t 40 bil­ 
lion dollars is the most that can 
be reasonably ex pected in the 
foreseeable 
fu tu re” 
in 
defense 
spending, regardless of what hap­ 
pens in Korea. 
Offset to Spending 
He said this decline in federal 
spending cou ld be offset by :

Dewey directed Keller to ex ­ 
pand his stu dy to: 
Make a su rv ey of plans which 
New York indu stry has for gen­ 
eral ex pansion of civ ilian produ c­ 
tion and employ ment, inclu ding a 
stu dy of plans for new or im­ 
prov ed produ cts and serv ices.

left to die,” said Sgt. Odie Lawley 
of Medicine Park, Okla. “Lots of 
men ju st dropped while they wrere 
walking. The Commu nists shov ed 
them off the road and left them 
to die.”

Eu nson 
reported 
from 
Mu nsan that a preliminary check 
of atrocity stories indicates more 
than 1,500 prisoners perished on 
bru tal marches and in Red prison 
camps. 
Another y ou ng American re­ 
leased from Commu nist captiv ity 
Monday at Panmu njom said Chi­ 
nese Red gu ards who hau led them 
away to a labor camp, beat u p 
and

Odie, who is su ffering from mal­ 
nu trition and other ailments, told 
newsmen “so many men died of 
sickness at the camps I was in 
that I don’t hav e any idea how 
many died. There was so many 
died I lost all track of it.

With the smo ke cleared, it is po ssible no w 
to appraise the ev ents surro unding the 
recent published repo rts that the Eisenho wer 
administratio n wo uld accept a div isio n o f 
Ko rea at the narro w waist o f the peninsula 
and might fav o r a UN trusteeship fo r 
Fo rmo sa. 
First o f all, these were no t irrespo nsible 
rumo rs.

There 
was no po ssibility they had misundersto o d 
him, since all their acco unts were in clo se 
acco rd. 
No r co uld the so urce hav e been misin­ 
fo rmed as to administratio n po licy o n Ko rea 
and Fo rmo sa. He was at the to p, o bv io usly . 
The repo rters were no t at fault in div ulg­ 
ing the subject o f their co nference. The 
rules o n backgro und meetings prescribe 
that the material may be used so lo ng as it 
is no t attributed to the so urce who pro v ided 
it. 
This leav es o nly two reaso nable co nclu­ 
sio ns, 
inasmuch 
as 
the 
White 
Ho use 
pro mptly kno cked the sto ry do wn. 
One is. that Dulles co mmitted a majo r 
erro r in disclo sing so mething President 
Eisenho wer did no t wish unco v ered no w. 
The o ther is that the administratio n was 
flo ating a “ trial ballo o n,” which the White 
Ho use sho t o ut o f the sky as so o n as it saw 
the adv erse co ngressio nal reactio n to the 
Ko rea-Fo rmo sa pro po sals. 
If it was the latter, then an erro r must be 
charged against the White Ho use. Fo r in 
either case the incident has do ne the admin­ 
istratio n no go o d, either abro ad o r at ho me. 
Many Republicans in Co ngress hav e been 
gunning fo r Dulles almo st fro m the start. If 
the blame must fall upo n him fo r this latest 
fracas, as mo st o bserv ers believ e it must, 
then he almo st certainly has made himself 
mo re v ulnerable to attack. Ho w much mo re 
o f this kind o f thing he can take and stay 
o n his feet is a serio us questio n. 
And, o f co urse, mo re is inv o lv ed than 
Dulles’ relatio n with Co ngress and his stat­ 
ure with the American peo ple. This o n-and- 
o ff appro ach to fo reign po licy is tho ro ughly 
co nfusing to o ur friends 
abro ad. 
The 
French, fo r instance, still prefer to believ e 
the initial repo rts abo ut div iding Ko rea 
rather than the later White Ho use dis­ 
claimer. 
If po licy -making is an art, as so me say , 
then an impo rtant part o f the art is the

Senato r William F. Kno wland, chair­ 
man‘o f the Senate Republican po licy co m­ 
mittee, warned recently against hasty cuts 
in military spending. He said that he saw 
no thing o n the ho rizo n which wo uld justify 
iny mass reductio n in the po wer o f the 
J nited States and the free wo rld in general.

THAT MAN MCCARTHY 
Some time ago I was asked to sign a docu ment 
praising Senator Joe McCarthy. I declined b ecau se 
I dislike petitions, joint statem ents and sim ilar 
mass expressions. I prefer to roll my own. The 
docu ment in qu estion was eventu ally pu b lished and 
ghowed that 28 distingu ished colleagu es felt that 
the newspapers were giving Joe a raw deal. 
I b eg to differ. On the whole, the press has done 
well b y the Senator, except a few papers slanted 
toward w hat their owners call lib eralism, b u t which 
no thou ghtfu l person cou ld recognize as su ch. The 
proof is that few men in this cou ntry are more 
popu lar or more hated. In a word, M cCarthy’s 
views and procedu res are known, and u ntierstood, 
which is more than can b e said ab ou t many pu b lic 
figu res these days He is the most reported man in 
the cou ntry. 
Those who hate McCarthy have two argu m ents: ! 
1. While they favor his targets, they ab hor his 
methods. 
So, su ch an impolite person as myself inter­ 
ru pts the conversation to inqu ire w hat are his 
methods to which they ob ject. After mu ch heated 
argu ment, it comes down to a statem ent that he 
imears* innocent people. Whereu pon. I ask for the 
names of the innocents. 
Du ring three years of this sort of thing in every 
part of the cou ntry, I have never once heard of an 
innocent person who has b een smeared b y Senator 
McCarthy 
By “sm ear’’ is m eant a process of giving a man 
a b lack name withou t ju stification in fact. After 
all. each hu man b eing makes his own record as he 
moves throu gh lile. Each one has to expect his 
record, good or had, to have pu b lic presentation 
perhaps at ar. em b arrassing moment. That does not 
mean that errors cannot b e corrected or that a 
person cannot admit to having erred and cannot 
express regret and prove b y su b sequ ent condu ct' 
that the contrition is not a m atter of expediency. 
No American has b een “sm eared” for Com­ 
mu nist affiliations or associations. There is no case 
on record of a person called to testify b efore the 
McCarthy. McCarran, or Jer.ner Committee or the 
Hoi :se Committee on Un-American Activities who 
was not given every opportu nity to estab lish that 
he is not a Commu nist, or having b ^cn a Commu nist 
is no longer associated with the party. Many have 
come clean: manv have taken refu ge in their rights 
u nder the Constitu tion. 
I have yet to find anyone to come u p with the 
name of an innocent who has b een smeared. 
2. The second argu ment ab ou t Senator Joe Mc­ 
Carthy is that he is a crook: that he has taken 
money to fight Commu nism and has diverted it to 
his own u ses; that he receives money for his cam­ 
paigns which he emb ezzles for private nu rposes. 
I have not examined Senator M cCarthy’s fi­ 
nances. b u t they were examined b v a Democratic 
committee of the Senate. He has tu rned over all 
his b ooks, check-b ooks. income tax statem ents. His 
private records have b een finecomb ed. And what 
was b e)ng sou ght was not evidence for his expu l­ 
sion from the Senate, b u t an offense for which he 
cou ld b e indicted and convicted and sent to prison. 
These investigations leave him u ntou ched. Su re­ 
ly if the Tru m an Administration cou ld have fou nd 
a single b it of evidence, thev wou ld have had him 
indicted. And it is not at all impossib le that some 
of M cCarthy’s Repu b lican colleagu es, if there were 
evidence of crookedness, wou ld have exposed the 
senator. 
Yet, in more than two years of investigation of 
his private life, not b ine has shown u p except that 
he accepted a fee of $10,000 from the Lu stron Cor­ 
poration to w rite a pamphlet on prefab ricated 
hou sing. There can b e no dou b t that McCarthy 
shou ld not have taken the job of w’riting that 
pamphlet, leaving su ch chores to professionals. Bu t 
the fee is not too large, according to professional 
standards. Also, there never was a secret ab ou t it. 
It can b e argu ed that no senator shou ld have 
any extracu rricu lar activities, b u t if one wants to 
say that ab ou t w riting pamnhlets, what ab ou t lec­ 
tu res at $1,000 or $1,500 a piece, a now’ popu lar and 
lu crative activity for pu b lic men? This is neither 
a legal nor a moral qu estion: it is a m atter of taste. 
I mu st say that thu s far no one has estab lished 
the fact that Senator M cCarthy is a c ~ook. There­ 
fore, his opponents, b eing withou t sou nd argu ments 
offer vitu oeratives. That is their privilege

THE AGING POPULATION 
Notwithstanding the heavy toll of the heart dis­ 
eases and cancer which cau se so many deaths from 
the age of 45 on, there has b een a great increase in 
the nu mb er ot men and women who live years past 
the allotted three score and ten years. As men­ 
tioned b efore, the life span today is ab ou t tw enty 
years longer than it was ju st fifty years ago. Elderly 
people nowr ou tnu m b er any other age grou p. 
Some interesting facts and figu res are given u s 
on the medical newspages of the Jou rnal of the 
American Medical Association in a report on Col­ 
orado’s aging popu lation and some chronic illness 
prob lems, recently prepared b y the Colorado State 
D epartm ent of Pu b lic Health. 
1. From 1900 to 1950 the grou p 65 years and 
older has mu ltiplied nearly 8>2 times, while the 
general popu lation has mu ltiplied only 25* times. 
2. In 1950, 8.7 per cent of the popu lation was 65 
and older in comparison with 2.6 per cent in 1900. 
3. Of the total deaths among Colorado residents 
in 1950, 63 per cent were du e to two b road grou p­ 
ings of chronic diseases: the cardiovascu lar—renal 
diseases (heart, b loodvessels, kidneys) and cancer. 
However, althou gh these three diseases are fou nd 
more often in the older ages, the report states 


j that these diseases also took a heavy toll among 
, the you nger grou ps, accou nting lor 26 per cent 
: (over one-qu arter) of the deaths 5 to 14; 37 per 
! cent a t ages 24 to 44; 68 per cent at ages 45 to 64; 


j and 78.2 per cent among those 65 and older. 
When we rememb er that Colorado, Arizona and 
other adjoining states are often the dwelling places 
of many Eastern men and women who have gone 
there b ecau se of ill health or weakness, the ab ove 
j figu res certainly prove the valQe of the dry, b rac- 
I ing climate for many people. 
As every state and also Canada has the prob lem 
of chronic illness on their hands, it is gratifying to 
know’ that this Colorado report, along with exten­ 
sive information in b ooklet form, is availab le on 
requ est to the Colorado State D epartm ent of 
Health. 
It mu st b e adm itted that parts of Florida and 
California, while not so dry and b racing as Color­ 
ado, are often more helpfu l to patients with heart 
disease and high b lood pressu re b ecau se these 
patients are content to rest « nd “take it easy” 
which is the most im portant part of the treatm ent 
in these particu lar diseases.

NEA Washingto n Co rrespo ndent 
W ashington — (NEA) — Law­ 
yers again dominate the U. S. 
Senate, according to tab u lations 
m ale from the new, first edition 
of the 83rd session congressional 
directory. 
In the short au tob iographical 
sketches which memb ers of Con­ 
gress are perm itted to insert in 
the directory, 53 of the 96 mem* 
b ei*s identify themselves as law­ 
yers. It figu res to 55 per cent. 
This is, however, something of a 
drop over the past 10 years. In 
the 78th Congress, 1941-43, there 
were 60 lawyers. In the session 
that followed there were 70. 
W hat the legal profession has 
lost in Senate memb ership has 
b een more than made u p b y an 
increase in the nu m b er of b u si­ 
nessmen. Twenty-two of this ses­ 
sion’s senators identify themselves 
as having seme connection with 
b u siness. Ten years ago the nu m­ 
b er was only eight. 
Sixteen of the senators identify 
themselves as b eing farmers. This 
is always a good political adver­ 
tising line. Bu t most of the sen­ 
ators ru n their farm s as sidelines, 
or as ab sentee landlords. 
Aside from these three main 
occu pations of lawyer, b u siness­ 
man and fa rmer, it’s a little diffi­ 
cu lt to make any sharp classifica­ 
tions for the new Senate. They 
are lawyers and farmers, or b u si­ 
nessmen a n i something else at the 
same time.

Some time ago I was asked to sign a document 
praising Senator Joe McCarthy. I declined because 
I dislike petitions, joint statem ents and similar 
mass expressions. I prefer to roll my own. The 
document in question was eventually published and j 
showed that 28 distinguished colleagues felt th at I 
the newspapers were giving Joe a raw deal. 
I beg to differ. On the whole, the press has done J 
well by tho Senator, except a few papers slanted I 
toward what their owners call liberalism, but which j 
no tnoughtful person could recognize as such.

After such disturbances, Legay 
said, the Chinese usually “picked 
out an instigator.” He said these 
men and others who “w’ere against 
them (the Communists) all the 
w'ay ” were sent to a labor camp. 
“We didn’t see them again,” he 
said, nor did he see any of these 
men w’hile traveling to Panmun- 
jom to be released. 
Legay said 
“a lot tried to 
escape. But they didn't get any ­ 
where. They were brought back. 
The camp did not have barbed 
wire around it. 
“One American was taken aw ay 
to confinement for a month or so. 
When they brought him back to 
jail he just about couldn’t make 
it.

Cabinet Maker Has 
To Surrender; Sees 
Terrible Mistake’ 


Buffalo, April 22 <JP*—Confused 
and protesting “I still don t know 
what I'm accused of,” an alien 
cabinet m aker planned to surren­ 
der today at Ellis Island for pos­ 
sible confinement for life. 
Ignatz Mezei. 56. left Buffalo 
by train last night after telling 
newsmen: 
“I still don’t know what I’m ac­ 
cused of and I never did any 
wrong to anyone. I believe I am 
a victim of a terrible m istake.” 
The U. S. Supreme Court ruled 
March 16 that Mezei could be con­ 
fined 
indefinitely as a security 
risk.
